Raymond Man N arrowly 
Escapes Execution By 
Mexican Outlaws 


James Skouson, a former res- 
ident of this city, was recently 
saved from death at the hauds of 
Mexican brigands by the timely 
interferance of a posse of cavalry, 
dispatched by General Villa, the 
rebel leader, to rescue him. 


Mr. Skouson wasa farmer in 
the Mormon colonies of northern 
Mexico, and one day while work 
ing in the field, he was Surprised 
by the bandits and overpowered. 
After the kidnapping the band 
disappeared from the region as 
suddenly and mysteriously as 
they had entered, and it was some 
time before the horrifying dis- 
covery was made. The gravity 
of the situation then dawned on 
his friends, and they made a 


prompt and urgent appeal to Gen. 
Villa. 

Meanwhile, the outlaws had 
journeved far southward into the 
mountains, which is theit custom 


when anexecution is to take 
place. Quick action was neces 
sary if the man’s life was to be 
saved. The appeal for help to 


Villa was. favorably received, and 
he personally ordered a squad of 
cavalry to pursue the brigauds. 
They were successful in their 
search, and Skousen was Safely 
brought back to the colonies. 

This incident is one of the most 
critical in the history of the revol- 
ution in Mexico and the story bas 
been prowinently featured in the 
press of the Country.

TIMES

Was the Man Who Revclutionized 
Modern Methods of Transportation 
—Also Designed the Air Brake, His 
Famous Invention Proving a Huge 
Success. 

George Westinghouse, who died re- 
cently in New York, aged 68, was 
one of the greatest inventors of mod- 
ern times , known all through the 
world as the inventor of the Westing- 
house air brake and many other de- 
vices and appliances which have 
completely revolutionized modern 
methods of transportation, was born 
at Central Bridge, Schoharie county, 
New York, on October 6, 1846, the 
sou of George and Emeline Vedder 
Westinghouse. His father's ances- 
tors came from Germany and settled 
im Massachusetts and Vermont before 
the revolution. On his mother’s side 
he came from Dutch-Hnglish stock. 

The father of George Westinghouse 
was a mechanical engineer and an 
inventor of various mechanical  ap- 
pliances. In 1856 he removed to 
Schenectady, N.Y., where he estab- 
lished the Schenectady Agricultural 
Works. Young George received his 
early education in the public schools 
of Central Bridge and Schenectady 
and seemed to have inherited from 
bis father not only love for mechani- 
eal science, but also inventive ability. 
He spent a great dealSof his time in 
hig father’s fectory and became thor- 
oughly familiar with machinery and 
tke mechanical principles upon which 
they were based. He was only fifteen 
years old when he made his first in- 
venticn, a rotary engine, which he af- 
terwards perfected. 

As a young man he became inter- 
ested in military matters and he be- 
came a member of the Twelfth Regi- 
ment of the New York National 
Guard, When the Civil War began he 
enlisted and served in the Sixteenth 
New York Cavalry from June 1863 un- 
til November, 1864, when he became 
an assistant engineer in the navy, 
serving on the Muscota and later in 
the Potomac fleet. After the close of 
the war he returned to Schenectady 
and entered Union College for a class- 
feal course. . 

Immediately after his return from 
the war young Westinghouse took up 
his mechanical work and studies and 
in the same year invented a device 
for placing derailed railroad cars 
upon the track. He remained in col- 
lege only to his Sophomore year and 
devoted himself entirely to his work 
in the machine shop. He was only 
twenty years of age when he invent- 
ed the air brake. Going to Troy one 
day, a delay, caused by a collision 
between two freight trains, suggested 
to Mr. Westinghouse the idea that a 
brake under the control of the en- 
gineer might have prevented the ac- 
cident. 

In his first expériments, he at- 
tempted to use steam for working the 
brakes, but the plan was not feas- 
ible, as experience showed. An art- 
icle on the employment of compress- 
ed air in drilling the Mont Cenis tun- 
ne] suggested to Westinghouse to try 
compressed air instead. of steam in 
evolving the Westinghouse air brake 
in its original form. The first patent 
on his invention Was issued April 13, 
1869, and in the following year the 
Westinghouse Air Brake Company 
was organized. The inventor found 
it very difficult at first to introduce 
his invention. The railroads had lit- 
tle confidence in the possibility of 
stopping a train with’ “wind.” West- 
inghouse among other railroad mag- 
nates approached Commodore Van- 
derbilt, but the latter broke off the 
interview by saying “I have no time 
to waste with fools.” 


* 


Young Westinghcuse did not lose 
his courage, however, and at last 
succeeded in obtaining the consent 


of the superintendent of the Steuben- 
ville division of the Panhandle rail- 
road to test the air brake on a train 
of cars. The trial took place in*Oc- 
tober, 1863, and proved a_ brilliant 
euccess. In fact, the air brakes 
proved the means of preventing a 
serious collision during the test. Af- 
ter that Mr. Westinghouse had no dif- 
ficulty in obtaining hearings from 
railroad officials, and in a few years 
his air brake was introduced by the 
railroads throughout the country. 

Mr. Westinghouse continued to jm- 
prove his brake, and also made other 
inventions in railway signals, steam 
and gas engines, steam turbines, and 
electrical machinery, He was the 
pioneer in introducing alternating 
current machinery in America, which 


made possible the electrical trans- 
mission of water power. He estab- 
lished large Works in the United 


States, England, France and Germany 
for the manufacture of air brakes and 
electrical machinery, and became the 
head of corporations representing a 
capitalization of more than $100,000,- 
600 and giving employment to more 
than 25,000 inen. In recognition of 
his eminent services to science and 
industries, foreign governments con- 
ferred decorations upon him, scienti- 
fic societies made him hosorary mem- 
ber, and Union College conferred up- 
on him the honorary degree of Ph.D. 
In August, 1867, he married Marguer- 
ite Mrskine Walker in Brooklyn, who 
survives him, together wtth their only 
son, George Westinghouse, jr.

MAY REPI DIATE MARRIAGES

Warning issued to Christian Women 
Who Wed Hindus or 
Mohemmedans 
The state department has issued 
Public notice through the Canada Ga- 
zette and Srirent despat: to the 
verious provitcial governments that 
marriages between women of British 
nationality, :rofessing the Christian 
religion, and Moslems. Hindus and 
other persons belonging to countries 
wheré polygamy or concubinage is 
legal, stould noi ke allowed unless 
these women are first warned that 
such marriages may, be repudiated by 
the husbands if they return to the 


Hindus in British Columbia with the 
exclusion of their womankind, lends 
point to th» warning. 

The notice is given through the re- 
petition of a circular received from 
the colonial office. This circular 
states that while the registrar of mar- 
riages has no power, according to 
British laws, to pervent such mixed 
marriages, care should be taken to 
make the position clear to every wo- 
man contemplating such union. It is 
pointed out that while the marriage 
would be yalid as long as the busband 
remained in Canada it would not ne- 
cessarily be valid if he returned to 
India or to his own Mohammedan 
country. Uader the “personal” la--, 
the Hindu may, if he desires, take 
other wives in addition to the first 


in any way. The forms observed at a 
marriage under British law are not 
necessarily recognized by Moham 2e- 
dan law as giving any legal relation- 
ship and afford no protection to his 
wife in a ecuntry where Mohamme- 
dan law is observed.

i GRUELTY TO ANIMALS, 


The Old Time Custom of “Plowing at 
the Horse’s Tail.” 

Animals seem to bave no Idea of ex- 
ereising to keep warm, They just turn 
their backs to the wind and crouch, 
but perbaps if one had only a limited 
Amount of fuel it would be better just 
to keep a spark alive tll the snap bi 
over than to burn it all out in a 
hours. 

The first legislation against cruelty to 
animals is said to have been an enact- 
ment passed in the days of Queen 
Elizabeth prohibiting “plowing at the 
horse’s tail,” as then practiced in Ire- 
land, 

This custom consisted {n lashing the 
plow beam to the horse's tail with a 
bit of rope and then, while one man 
held the plow, another walked back- 
ward before the animal, guiding it with 
blows of a stick. It seems as though 
this plan must have cocked the plow 
so high into the air that the point 
would take no hold on the soil. It 
seems also as if only the most spirit- 
less of equines would have submitted 
to the treatment, but that it was fre. 
quently done the act against It proves, 
The cruelty of the practice needs no 
demonstration; it could not have been 
profitable, but was perhaps preferable 
to starvation, Whether the English leg- 
islators were moved solely by pity of 
the miserable beast or whether they 
desired to make a market for English 
plows and harness does not appear.—

Blackfeet Indians of Alberta Lead In 
Per Capita Riches. 


It will be rather startiing to many | 
to be told that a iribe of aborig’ ‘al 
Indians, now resident in Canada, are 
th® wealthiest people in the Domin- 
jon, and that th*ir per capita wealth | 
is only $3,000 less than that of the 
richest people in the world. 

The Blackfeet are all resident in 
Southern Alberta, living on the re-| 
serves provided “or them et the time | 
treaty was made with them many | 
years ago. There are ‘hree bands, 
Bloods, Blackfeet, and Peigans, ad! 
they are the least civilized of al’ the 
Indians in Canada. It the last five | 
years, however, competent Indi.n 
agents and farm instrictors have in- 
duced the red men to till ground and! 
occupy themsel~*s with other indus- 
trial work, and the result has been | 
that the wealth of the tribe has been | 
considerably increased, 

A careful survey of the reports of 
the agents shows t at the total | 
wealth of the Blackfeet Indians, in- | 
cluding an average yearly income, is| 
$10,987,250. This divided among the | 
2,329 bucks, squaws, and papooses | 
) on the three reserves means an aver- 

age of $4,675. It is well known that 
squaws are not all~wed any share in 
the earnings of the Indians, and that 
the wealth is held by bucks over the 
age of 16 or 20 years. If the wealth 
of the Blackfeet nation were divided 
among the males of over 20 years of 
age the per capita wealth of each 
would be $16,445. Indian families, 
as a rule, are large. Ten is not con- 
sidered many for a teepee. But if 
we should allow seven to a family and 
give the wealth of the family to the 
head of the house, he would be the 
possessor of some $32,725. 
Fortunately this great wealth is 
held in land, im >lements, fencing, 
buildings, live stock, etc., so that the 
Indian cannot squander his i: mense 
wealth. ‘rhe tribe has increased by 
four during the last year. 
The cnly rivals of the Blackfeet in 


the matter of wealth are the ¢ sie! 


Indians in Kansas. Their per capita 
wealth is $7,612, held in much the 
same way <s the Blac ‘ifeet.
